Fran has 
been an outstanding infielder and 
tremendous hitter for the Lancer 
baseball teams of the past three 
years. He has fielded very well at 
both shortstop and second base 
and his hitting has been nothing 
short of fantastic. During his 
freshman year he compiled a .371 
batting average, followed by a 
spectacular .469 BA for his sopho- 
more year, and just last year he 
pounded the cowhide for a .386 
average. 


Fran is considered small by 
most baseball standards, standing 
5’ 7’ and weighing approximately 
105 lbs; but what he lacks in size 
he makes up with an overabund- 
ance of enthusiasm, determina- 
tion, aggressiveness, fight, and 
plenty of hustle.

Affiliated 
with the Labour party since that 
time, he has been active in the 
government ever since. 

In recent years the “Viscount” 
has attained membership in La- 
bour’s “Shadow Cabinet” in the 
House of Commons, and to the 
National Committee of the La- 
| bour Party. In Parliament Mr. 
{Benn has been influential in 
shaping British Foreign Policy, 
especially in relation to the 
United Nations and the Afro- 
Asian World. 

Mr. Benn is an _ outstanding 
speaker and debater, and is 
quite frequently a radio and tele- 
vision broadcaster on Public Af- 
fairs programs for the British 
Broadcasting System. He is Chair- 
man of the Labour Party Broad- 
casting Committee which is re- 
sponsible for all English political 
programs and election telecasts. 

Mr. Benn has been a regular 
visitor to the United States and 
is married to a girl from Cincin- 
nati. He has been eminently suc- 
cessful on the lecture platform 
here, as well as in Germany, 
France and Britain. 

We of Worcester State College 
can consider ourselves very for- 
tunate to have the privilege of 
having a man of Mr. Benn’s cali- 
ber as a guest speaker.
